ever sees them; Unldss -Governmonts 
generally sre disposed to make rome 
concessions in these matters, it seems to, 
us that the managers of newspapers 
would not be acting unwisely by refusing 
to take any notice whatever of announce- 
menta appearing merely in the Govern- 
ment Gazettes, and not communicated to 
themselves. In this Colony sgain there 
seems to be an exceptionally rigid 
adherence to a rather aimless rule that 
official notices and announcements of all 
kinds, however important they may be 
to the public, must appear in the Govern= 
ment Gazette prior to their publication 
in the papers. = 


We have heard nothing of the evoalyptua, 
or the celebrated “blue gum tres,” fi- 
goring among the twenty-one millions of 
seeds which ‘are. reported to have been 
gown in the nine nurseries for trees, re- 
cently established here by tho: Govern- 
ment, to facilitate the wooding of the. 
Teland, The seeds sown are said to be 
principally thos of the ordinary China 
fir, the swamp oak, and thé cocoa nut 
palm, It is to. be hoped, however, that 
the advantages of the eucalyptus have 
not been overlooked. Considerable atten- 
tion is being directed just now in Saigon 
to the question of promoting the health 
of that Colony by extensive plantations 


‘lof the eucalyptus in the vicinity of the 


habitations, and a recent number of Ls 
Courrier de Saigon contains a long article 
on the cescinissement des pays chauds 
tnealubres por la culture do Veucalyptus. 
The writer, dealing in the first place 


| with the advantage of the’ rapid growth 


of the sucalyptus, says that-in five yoars 
the treo will attain a height and thiok- 
ness that is simply marvellous. In the 
second place no other tree has such great 
power of absorption, “It: is known that 
wherever the eucalyptis covera the soil, 
the infiltrations cease to a great depth, 
A branch of the tree, . weighing 800 
grammes, was plunged into a vase of 
water“at six o'clock inthe morning ;. at 
six o’cleck ‘the same evening it weighed 
825 grammes, and the water in the vase 
hed lost 2 kil 60 gr’ Allowing for 


‘|normal. evaporation, the ‘branch of the. 


eucalyptus must have absorbed in twelve 
hours three times its weight of water, 
A subsequent experiment showed ‘that 
another branch had absorbed four times 
its weight of water in ten hours, -With 
this admirable facility for absorption, 
one can understand the value. the. tree 
must be in transporting the humidity 
of marshy land to its trunk and 
branches. When also'a forest of these 
trees is approached in Australia, one is 
not long in perceiving, even at a great 
distance, an aromatic and penetrating 
odour, This odour is due to the essential 
oil of the ewoalyptus, which escapes into 
and mixes with the air, This sroma, 
thus diffused,.is believed to have anti- 
fever qualities The tree owes-ita heal- 
thy influences not only to its preventing 
the spread of miasma, but also to its 
destroying the pernicious element, ‘The 
exceptional salubrity of Australis is in 
a great measure due to the immense 
forests of evcalypiue which cover it, A 
striking proof of this is found in the fact 
that fever only attacks people there who 
live in the mareby country where the 
tree is not grown, M.. Ferdinand 
Papillon, expressing the opinions of ‘all 
the savants who have made a. special 
study of the eucalyptus, saye: “ Les 
propriétés absorbantes dont jouit l’euca- 
lyptus, les émanations. aromatiques qu'il 
répand autour de Ini, font prévoir qu'il ne 
peut que jouer un réle salutaire dans les 
pays marécageux, En absorbant Dbu- 
midité du sol, en émettant des’ vapeurs 
antiseptiques, il réalise un assdinisement

THE JAPANESE CORVETTE - 
; . TSUKABA,  . 
"| (Queenalander.) © 

The vessel which lies at anchor in More- 
ton Bay, and which is the most. poworful 
instrument of war now on the Australian 
coast north of Hobnon’s Bay (the squadron 
ordinarily statloned in Port Jackson being 
absent on a cruise) was originally her 
Britannic Majesty's corvette Malucca. This 
vessel was built of teak at Bombay, and 
is of about 1090 register tonnago. Her 
oxtrome length is 261 feet, and hor breadth 
88 feet, She is not a swift vessel, Her 
engines being old, she steams only about 
eight knots at fall . For her arma- 
ment the Tshaba Kan is not enticel 
indebted to Western att. Her four 6: 
pounder guns’are of Huropean - manufac- 
‘ture, but in addition to these abe carries 
six . brass 32-pounders,’ made in Japan. 
Bosides these broadside guns, the corvette 
is fatnished with a 6-pounder Armetrong 
gun, mounted for use as a field-piace or os 
a boat gun, and in the way of small arms 
her mon are fornished with outlasses and 
suider rifles. 

Thos equipped, the Ziukaba Kan ts.6 
sufficiently: formidable orulaer, but ber 
present mission is not immediate #0 much 
as preparation for prospeotive warfare, 
She has on board 4&0 cadets who have 
undergone a preliminary course of training 
at the Naval College at “Yedo, or Tokizo, 
‘as it {s now called, ‘These. youths have 
been’ {nstructed ander the supervision of 
British naval officers, and are now ‘com- 
pleting their elx. years course by twelve 
months’ training on board the Tsukaba 
Kan in agree seamanship. and navi- 
gation. ‘The termination’ Kan” means 
“man-of-war,” and the Tsukaba Kan is 
named after @ ploturcaque range of moun- 
taing visible from ‘Yedo. Japan {a no 
longer entitely dependent upon the nationg 
of Europe for her alifps of war.’ Whon the 
Trukaba Kan sailed from Yokohama, sho 
had ea contort the Suti Kan, a war.ebip 
built and manned entirely by Japanese, 
The voyage of the corvette has been 
uveventint.’ On leaving Yokohama, on 
January 17, she bad a fine run to the 
eastward in the latitude of 33° N., and 
then strong southerly weather betweon the 
Caroline and Marshall groups of Islands, 
Bho sighted Kusasi {eland, and carried the 
northeast trade winds to the Equator, 
which was crossed on ‘a national anniver- 
sary--namely, that of Jim-o-tevo, the 
founder of the Japanese empire, During 
the passage to Moreton Bay. steam was 
only: made for 72 hours, ‘the time being 
devoted to: exerotses of ‘every desoription 
‘for the benefit.of the cadets. These young

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THE CRISIS IN GERMANY.. 


Prince Bismarck has at last aroused very 
serious opposition to his policy in the 
German Parliament. All parties agree with 
him that it is necessary to find some moans 
of ‘adding to the Imperial revenue. Tho 
direct contribntions from the various States 
fail far short of tho necessary outlay, and 
there is universal alarm at the steady in- 
crease of the deficit in the annual Budget. 
Moreover, it is generally admitted that by 
judicious management some relief might be 
obtained by raising the tobacco duty, ': As 
goon, however, as the P pao of. the 
Government on the latter subject were 
known, it was seen that they could not pos- 
sibly be entertained.

- Ax account of the fortifications of Malta 
is published by the Politische Correspondenz 
of Vienna, ino letter from Valetta, dated 
the 18th of February. The strongest and: 
most important of the fortifications ia Fort 
St. Elmo, to the north-east of Valetta, and 
to the right of Porta Grande, the only 
channel by which ships can onter the 
barboor, This fort contains large powder 
‘magazines and npwards, of 100 Armstrong 
and Krupp guns. Sappers are at work on 
the fort, and it is supposed that the brick 
‘walla will be made higher, It also contains 
extensive barracks, in which several re- 
giments sre now stationed. Oppbsite Fort 
St. Elmo, on the left side of the entrance 
to the Porta Grande, is Fort Ricasoli. 
This fort,. though not so large as St. 
Elmo, .is equally. strong, and is’ well 
equipped with guns and other war material, 
Jt is garrisoned by several battalions, and 
stands at the south-eastern extremity 
of the island, extending, with the 
small forts that. surround it, far into the 
sea. Opposite Fort Ricasoli and the Porta 
Grande rises the powerful fort of St. 
Angelo, It stands in an isolated position, 
surrounded by water, between Fort Ricaso 
and Fort Lascaris, which covers Valetta on 
the south, Fort St. Angelo is strongly 
garrisoned ; it has large powder-magasines, 
and its big guns are all turned in. the 
direction of the Porte Grande, For} 
Lagoaria hag two large powder-magazines 
and an enornious quantity of projectiles. 
Ita guns are of an old pattern, and are now 
being exchanged for steel guns, large 

mantities of which arrive every week,
